In her foreign 
relations, Egypt.is being hust!ed on all sides, 
Torkey is intriguing in Sinai; Tripoli in 
Barbary is the theatre of the commercial 
rivalries and political sqoabbles of the Powers, 
headed, so says “Le ‘lemps,” by Germany, 
while, ‘southwards, ia Equatorial Africa, the 


Congo Free State has been giving as no /ittle | 


trouble over another of those vexatious frontier 
misanderstandings. 

The guarter, however, in which Egypt is 
mostly interested—and wrongly so, as will be 
subsequently shown—is in Sinai. Bgypt’s quar-

not far to ‘seek. It is attributable to the fact 
that the Kaiser has been’compelled to bs that 
Champion because he has committed himself 
to the Sultan. It was eeven years ago that he 
committed himéelt,-and since then there have 
been various peculiarities in bis policy to 
suggest this position to the keen observer, bat 
they were not sofficient. Time has been néces- 
sary to sound this pecaliar policy to the very 
bottom. Some final proof was needed and at 
last it hss been found ‘in the Akaba intrigae 
which has brongbt to light the trath of what» 
previously was matter. of conjecture. This 
intrigoe is dae, first to the “Kaiser's Turco- 
phile policy, and in the next place \it 
has after the lapse of seven, years revea'ol 
the trae object of the -Kuieer’s visit to 
Constantindple in’ the autujon of 1698. 

The object of that visit was officially desorib- 
ed as betokening the friendship of the Kaiser 
and the Soltan. Sach, indeed, it traly was. Bat 
the language of diplomaty never betrays its 
real meaning. The offitial announcement ‘was 
bat a partial trath to cloke the political charac- 
ter of that autoimn errand. 

What paseed over the coffee coups in Meras- 
sim Kioeque has now been disol Akaba. 
In a tone and manver which most have required 
considerable rehearsal, the Kaiser imparted 
to his Imperial host the santiments of appre- 
hension that he felt regarding the threatening 
attitade of Egypt, backed op by Great Britain, 
towards Mecca, and of her intentions of 
usurping the right of the Torkish Caliph as 
Lord Parantodnt’ of the Hedjaz ; and’ad, in 
tarn, of the: Mohamedan world: Presumably, 
also, he explained the support of Great 

ritsitmto Bgypt's designs as being dictated 
by her interests in India. It was, briefly, 
fo frighten the Soltan that Williem “II, 
went to Stamboul. In unfolding to his Otto- 
man Majesty the scheme which he—and not 
Izzat Pacha—thought wpald counteract Egypt's 
designs, the Kaiser took care to Gonceal the 
ulterior object “he had} in view, ‘namely, of 
opening up the rich provinces of Asis Minor 
to German: enterprise/ The Sultan thooght 
only of his menaced prerogative as spiritual 
head of the. Holy Mohamedan Kmpire ; 
details such as: working’ the Hetjaz Railway 
with German’ engineers and offi-ering the 

Army in Syria with German instractors werp 
subordinate to the general scheme and as 
; such passed unnoticed. Properly frightened, 
\Aldol Hamid lent a willing ear to the coun- 
na of his German friend and readily ap- 
proved the plan cf the Hedjsr Railway that 
had long préviously been. prepared at Potsdam. 

The Kaiser had won in so far as Tarki:h 
policy was concerned, and since then Germany 
has farther<strengthened her position in Avia 
Minor, bat for these concessions to German 
indastry its champion had to do something 
for his money, and the twofold task that now 
devolved npon him was to divert Boropean 
attention from the strategical Hotjaz Railway, 
‘until such time as it was sofficiently near 
Mecea ; and, secondly, to satisfy the Soltan. by 
some move or other, Thee the present one at

The 
shares have been for/a longtime a favourite 
specilative stock, /and smyl investors have 
risked a few pounds contidually in boying s 
few and selling oat with # few francs profit. 
Several srresta’have been made, abd: it has 
been found out that an Armenian Derbassian, 
an outside broker, and an Italian, Ginbeca, 
wore the forgers. Darb-ssian has confessed that 
some years ago he lost heavily in Sonth 
Africans, and was iow tak’ng his revenge on 
the market. Ginbeca had a printing establish- 
ment, and had Jate’y been to Barope and spent 
aboot £2,000 in baying the most perf cted 
machinery, &c., for prodacing the shares, which 
are good imitations of the ones issued in Paris, 
About £20,000 sterling worth are on the 
market, but no one seem# to know what has 
become of the proceeds or how they were cir- 
culated. The Ottoman Bank has not soffered, 
as it has a rale not to advance more than ‘0 
per cent. on speculative sharee, bat other 
establishments which, in their anxiety to ob‘ain 
busines, advanced 75 per cent. have gota con 
s derable amount.

INTERESTS IN ARABIA. 


GERMAN SUSPICIONS OF ENGLAND. 


__A leading article in the “Pdst” of Berliv, 
which appears conourrrently in the "“Krevz 


Zsitang” aud the “National Zeitung,” deals 


with’German and English duterests in Asia 
Minor. AE 5 

It states that from-the manner in which 
the news is received in England of the course 


of the fight which has for months been carried. 


on batween the Tarkish troops in the province 
of Yemen and ayia Arabs onder 
Mohamed Jabja it is evident that the Eng: 
lish. people “secretly rejoice st the Torkish 
reverses, and hope that the South Arabian 
tribes. will ultimately: secure their indepen- 
dence» In the latter care Evgland woald un- 
rea erm ways and means of extending 
her inflaence from Aden, and by treaties with 
the South Arabian tribes*would ultimately 
secure a predominant position in their. terti- 
tory, inclading: Mecca. 

’ *Sach a vonfigaration of political conditions 
in Southern ‘Arabia would, however, be decided- 
ly inconvenient,” the article proceeds, ‘‘to 

German interests in Asia Minor, as the English 
would then undoubtedly use the inflaence 
‘they had acqnired in- Arabia to. menace oor 
economic position in Asia Minor. The Bagdad 


Riilway is a thorn in the flesh of the Bnglish: 


as they consider that it threatens their privi- 
leged position in the Persian Gulf and they 
would probably welcome any opportanity for 
counteracting“the growing German interests 
dn Asia Minor.. Germany, ‘therefore, cannot 
bat hope that She Tarkish arms will soon 
prevail in the Yemen.’ 

Tho article conclades: “It is time. that 
England recognised that: Germany also hag a 
right to devote herself to economic enterprises 
in countries ontside ber own. frontiers,’ and 
that soch enterprises do not cover an Anti- 
English policy.” 


OPENING FOR TRADE IN EGYPT. 


In his report to:the Foreign Office on the 
trade and commerce of Alexandria in 1905, 
Mr. Vice-Coneul Freeman says that it is bighly 
eatisfactory to note that the shipping for the 
twelve months exceeded that for 1904 by 610 
vessels and 383,290\tons. The principal con- 
tribator to thie /increase was the United King- 
dom, with 181/440 tons, though it was closely 
followed by Germany, with 140,935 tons. The 
imports for 1905 amounted to L.E. 19,066,338, 
against L.B. 18,125,496 in 1904, while exports 
amounted to L.E.19,3 ‘6,709, as compared with 
L.E. 19,708,721 in 1904. “The principal reoom- 
mendation suggested to me,” ssys Mr. Freeman, 
“with a view to the increase of British trade 
is again that manufacturers should stady the. 
market more closely. No amount of writing on 
the part of an agent will- help a firm in this 
stady so much as the regular visits of a tra- 
yeller, and, if possible, an occasional personal 
visit by the head himself.
